The Narberth Home Guard has not 
been supported as it should be by the 
men of Narberth. There has been, a 
gradual ialliae off in attendance at 
the weekly dri'Lls, from about 50 men 
to 18 or 2». Matters have come to 
such a pass that a special committee 
has been appointed to rally men to 
the support of this patriotic and im- 
portant organiBation. 

In other fields of work, Narberth 
citizens have done their duty well, 
and now we must awaken to the 
realization that this organization, so 
faithfully kept alive by a small num- 
ber of men, is in danger of dissolution 
unless there is an immediate response j 
to their appeal for lincrcased member- j 
ship. It would be a disgrace to Nar- , 
berth to record a failure in this work, . 
when neighboring communities along 
the Main Line are keeping up such 
fine bodies of men as are regularly 
drilling. | 

Aside from the patriotic duty that i 
should urge our men to take active 
part, there are many advantages. 
Many of our younger men are of draft ! 
ago, and axe liable to bo called in | 
the near futarc. It is a distinct ad- 
vantage to be familiar with military 
dril, manual of arms etc. To go to 
camp absolutely ignorant of the rou- 
tine is a decided disadvantage. Many 
a man, with Home Guard training, 
has paved the way for quick advance- 
ment when going into camp. Drill 
sergeants are 1 quick to see which of 
the recruits is best qualified for pro- 
motion, from the ranks. 



Another advantage is the physical 
exorcise obtained. This is particularly 
desirable for older men, many of 
whom take no exercise at all, much 
to their detriment. The ranks of the 
Home Guard are open to meni from 
18 years of age to those of 60 or more. 
The participation of the older men 
is a distinct encouragement to the 
younger men, both at home and at 
the front. This in itself is a patriotic 
assistance that merits consideration 
by many men, who cannot possibly 
go to the front, but who can materially 
help in this way. 

There are many new residents in 
town who arc not very well ac- 
quainted with their neighbors. Join- 
ing the Home Guard would be an ex- 
cellent way to become acquainted, 
combined with tire, fulfillment of duty. 

There will be many occasions when 
the co-operation of a Home Guard 
will be a material help in campaigns 
for selling bonds, taking part in cele- 
brations, etc. Think what a fine thing 
it will be to have a thoroughly well- 
drilled and large Home Guard, ready 
to welcome our boys home, at the 
close of the war! 

The need now is greater than ever. 
The enemy is at our very doors. Sub- 
marines are raiding our coast, and 
they are provided with hydro-aero- 
planes, which may bomb out larger 
cities and suburbs at any tlinre. Now 
is the time to rally to the support of 
the Home Guard. Let there be an in- 
stant response to the appeal of the 
special committee, Messrs. Harris, 
Hartley and Dothard.

In the summer of 1917. a volunteer 
organization known as the Junior 
Harvesters was formed in the Main 
Line district, with Mrs. R. Howard 
Eisenbrey as chairman; Miss Emily 
Philler, as secretary, and Mrs. Caspar 
W. Hacker as treasurer, to gather 
produce that would have gone to 
waste, owing to the labor shortage, 
and to afford expression to the pa- 
triotic impulses* of young boys who 
wished, to have their share in the 
national service. 

Membership in this organization 
was limited to boys from 9 to 12 years 
of age. The unit met once a week 
and after a drill and marching exer- 
cises the boys were divided into 
groups, each under a competent 
supervisor, and were taken in volun- 
teer motors to the gardens from which 
fruit and vegetables were to be gath- 
ered. 

In some cases the harvesting was 
done for property owners on a per- 
centage basis, in others, all the 
produce was donated to local char- 
itable institutions, such as the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital, and to the Community 
Canning Centres. About fifty boys 
were enrolled. That they not only- 
made their contribution to the na- 
tional effort, but also added materially 
to the food resources of the com- 
munity, is made clear by the record 
kept of products gathered, totaling 
several hundred bushels. Too much 
cannot be said of the spirit of the 
boys throughout the season. Granted 
that the work was important in that 
it conserved food that would other- 
wise have gone to waste, it was far 
more important in developing in eacn 
boy manliness and responsibility, and 
materially helped in the character 
building of future citizens. 

At the end of the harvesting season 
an exhibition drill was held. Prizes 
were given to those who had been 
most efficient in work and faithful in 
attendance and' service stripes were 
awarded' to those who had attended a 
stated number of meetings. The 
boys also marched in the Red Cross 
carnival and pageant given at Bryn 
Mawr in September. 

This year the necessity is much 
greater of enlisting every one in some 
form of national service and of in- 
creasing and conserving the food 
supply. The Junior Harvesters will 
gladly assist in such undertakings, 
along the general lines indicatad 
above. The membership is to be in- 
creased so as to include boys from 10 
to 15 years of age, and sections of 
the unit will harvest on Tuesday ami 
Thursday of each week. The assem- 
bling point for the harvesters will bo 
the grounds' of the Haverford School. 

The suggestion is made that those 
who are planting vegetable gardens 
increase the areas and reserve ' for 
the harvesters the excess produce 
from the gardens. The boys will 
gather produce for owners who wish 
the entire amount harvested to he 
donated to charity; or on a fifty-fifty 
basis for owners who wish the ser- 
vices of the harvesters because other 
labor is not available. 

If you will have any vegetables or 
fruit that the boys may harvest, will 
you B'end word to the Junior Har- 
vesters, Box 365, Haverford, Pa. 



Some time in April a so-called! 
"Round Robin" letter was sent to 
Samuel W. Foster aad G-eorge W. 
Braden by their fellow-members in 
the Men's Bible Class of the Narberth 
Presbyterian Church. 

Raeh member wrote separately a 
letter of good cheer and friendship to 
each of these representatives at the 
front. As there are about twenty men 
in the class, these letters formed a 
unique and interesting collection. It 
will be recalled that Mr. Foster is do- 
ing Y. M. C. A. canteen work in the 
front line trenches in France, and Mr. 
Braden has charge of instructing the 
Italian army in Y. M. C. A. methods 
of mental and moral upbuilding, rec- 
reation, games, etc., for the im- 
portant purpose of maintaining the 
morale of the men. 

Replies to the "Round Table" let- 
ters have just been received by Mr. 
A. Clark Warner, president of the 
class, as follows: 

France, May 2, 1918. 
Dear Clark: 

This is to you and to each one of 
my friends of the "Round Robin." 

I wish it were possible for me to 
write a separate letter to each one 
who contributed to my joy, for never 
in my life have I appreciated any- 
thing more than I did that joint com- 
munication. 

It was brought to me in the after- 
noon when very busy selling canteen 
goods. I opened il and found out 
what its contents were, and put it 
away in my pocket until after my 
night's rounds were over, and then 
in my dugout, stretched on my bunk, 
with a lone candle burning, I de- 
voured the contents. 

It made me ashamed, for I felt how 
unworthy I was of the many kind ex- 
pressions and good wishes. Many 
times a big lump came into my 
throat, and I closed my eyes and 
tried to picture each fellow, and bring 
his face clearly before me. 

I have been a front-line secretary 
now for nearly three months, and 
sometimes I have wondered if I had

A Second Appeal 

TWO weeks ago the Telephone Company re- 
quested all telephone users to please refrain 
from asking the operators for the correct time, ex- 
plaining that this request was necessary because 
of the considerable volume of such calls which, 
if eliminated, would so reduce the abnormal 
calling volumes as to permit of a redistribution 
of both operators' service and telephone equip- 
ment, and result in the Company's ability to 
care for the very heavy telephone demands of the 
present and the even greater demands for service 
which are expected in the months to come. 

It was explained that the same service on the 
part of the operators, the same length of time, 
and an equal general use of telephone equipment 
are necessary to answer such questions as are 
required to complete an ordinary connection. 

While the response to this request has been 
very gratifying and the volume of such calls has 
decreased appreciably, the burden has not been 
entirely lifted. 

We, therefore, again bring the matter to the 
attention of those users of the service who did 
not read, or who were not impressed by our 
earlier appeal, urging them to discontinue the 
practice of depending upon the telephone oper- 
ator for the correct time. 

The Telephone Company feels that it can count 
on a continuation of the public's helpful atti- 
tude which will be of very real assistance in 
meeting the ever-increasing volumes of tele- 
phone calls and demands for telephone service.

An Ordinance to License Vehicles 

Used In Carrying Passengers for 

Hire and Establishing Rates of 

Fare Therefor. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordaim: 

Sec. 1. That on and after the 15th 
day of July, 1918, only vehicles 
licensed by the Boroug-.li of Narberth 
shall carry passengers for hire from 
point to point within the Borough of 
Narberth or from points in the 
Borough of Narberth to points with- 
out. 

Sec. 2. Licenses may be granted at 
any time by the Burgess to such per- 
sons as' he may be satisfied are 
responsible and have such vehicles as 
are fit and well adapted for the safe 
and proper conveyance of passengers. 
Such licenses whenever granted shall 
expire at the expiration of one year 
from the day upon which they are 
issued. 

Sec. 3. The charge for licenses 
shall be: 

For a vehicle to carry 5 pas- 
sengers or less $5.00 

For a vehicle to carry 6 or 7 

passengers 10.00 

For a vehicle to carry more than 

7 passengers 15.00 

Sec. 4. The charges to be made by 
vehicles carrying passengers shall be 
as follows: 

Between the hours of G.30 A. M. 
and 7.30 P. M. the charge for carry- 
Jng each passenger from the station 
of the Pennsylvania. Railroad to any 
point in the Borough of Narberth or 
from any point in the Borough of 
Narberth to the station! of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad shall be fifteen 
cents. 

Between the hours of 6.30 A. M. 
and 7.30 P. M. the charge for carry- 
ing each passenger from any point in 
the Borough of Narberth to another 
point therein (excepting to and from 
the station of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road) shall be twenty-five cents. The 
rate for carrying children to and from 
the public schools shall be fifteen 
cents for each child carried. 

Between the hours of 7.30 P. M. 
and 1 A. M. the charge for carrying 
each passenger from the station of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad to any 
point in the Borough of Narberth or 
from any point in the Borough of 
Narbenh to the station <of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad shall be twenty-five 
cents. 

Between the hours of 7.30 P. M. 
and 1 A. M. the charge for carrying 
each passenger from one point in the 
Borough of Narberth to another point 
therein shall be twenty-five cents. 

Between the hours of 1 A. M. and 
C.30 A. M. such charge may be made 
by the drivers of vehicles for carrying 
of passengers as may be agreed upon 
between such driver and the person 
to be carried. 

Sec. 5. The rates herein estab- 
lished shall apply to ail vehicles 
conducting a passenger business 
whether drawn by horses or pro- 
pelled in any other manner whatso- 
ever. 

Sec. 6. Every conveyance engaged 
in the business of carrying pass- 
j engers shall carry in a conspicuous 
place within the said vehicle a card 
setting forth plainly and distinctly 
the foregoing rates of fare. 

Sec. 7. The penalty for violation 
of any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be a fine of $20 for 
each and every offense, to be recover- 
ed as provided by law. 

Sec. S. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance be and they 
are hereby repealed.

GREAT BRITAIN INCREASES 

POSTAGE RATES 



The Postoffice Department at Wash- 
ington has been advised by the 
Postal Administration of Great 
Britain that commencing June 3 
1918, the rate of postage on letters 
mailed in the United Kingdom and 
addressed for delivery in the Unite! 
States will be increased one and one- 
half pence for the first ounce or frac- 
tion thereof and one penny for each 
additional ounce or fraction thereof.

Whenever found to be 
necessary the secretary of Council 
may Issue a permit for the depositing 
of building materials or debris upon 
the public highways of the Borough 
of Narberth immediately in front of 
the abutting property for its full 
width and for a distance not to ex- 
ceed twenty-five feet on either side 
of said abutting property. 

Sec. 4. That all building materials 
or debris authorized by the proper 
permit to be placed on the public 
highways of the Borough of Narberth 
shall be kept a sufficient distance from 
the gutter line to permit of the free 
passage of water, and in no instance 
to extend beyond the center line of 
the highway oiu which the above ma- 
terials are placed. 

Sec. 5. The charge for each permit 
shall be $5.25; $5 shall be retained by 
the Borough of Narberth and the sum 
of 25 cents shall belong to the sec- 
retary of Council as his fee for issu- 
ing the permit. 

Sec. fi. Every permit issued under 
the provisions of this ordinance 
shall expire at the end of thirty days 
from the date when it shall have been 
''saued unless a renewal thereof shall 
have been secured from the secretary 
of Council. 

Sec. 7. Upon all materials deposit- 
ed upon the public highways of the 
Borough of Narberth there shall be 
placed and kept lighted between sun- 
set and sunrise sufficient red lights 
to properly warn pedestrians and 
others of the presence of such ma- 
terials on the highways. 

Sec. 8. Any person or persons de- 
positing building materials or debris 
on the highways of the Borough of 
Narberth without first having obtain- 
ed a permit therefor, or violating 
any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, shall pay a fine of $5 for each 
offense, collectible in such manner as 
the law directs, and shall also pay the 
cost of collecting such fine. 

Sec. 9. This ordinance shall and 
herehv does repeal an ordinance 
passed on the 14th day of July, 1913. 
entitled, "An Ordinance regulating the 
depositing, of building materials or 
any ether material or debris on the 
nublic highways of the Borough of 
Narberth." and also all other ordi- 
nances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this 
ordinance be and they are hereby re- 
pealed.

With the approach of Independence l>ay, .Inly the fourth, in tills, the 
oni! hundred and forty-second year of the establishment of the United 
States of America, there must come to every loyal American citizen a 
renewed sense of thankfulness for the liberties which we, as a nation, 
enjoy, and it is fitting and proper that wc should celebrate the anniversary 
of the nation's natal day with appropriate exercises. In the midst of a 
war which is belnp waged for the purpose of determining- whether or not 
these liberties shall endure, there rests on us an obligation as a com- 
muiiity to see to it that an expression of our sentiments is given which 
will be in keeping with the feeling of the nation. 

It lias always been the enstum to celebrate Oils' day by sotting off fire- 
works and other noise-producing Instruments. It should be realized that 
this year the observance of this custom entails an expenditure of powder 
which is needed on the battlefronts of Kurune. Our slogan should be "save 
the powder for Pershing." 

Now. therefore, I, Carroll Downes, Chief Burgess of Oie borough of 
Narberth, in view of the above facts, do hereby proclaim and make public 
to the citizens of Narberth that on Independence Day, July fourth, 1918, 
all citizens should, as a patriotic duty, refrain from the use of all fire- 
works, revolvers, pislols, cannons and other instruments or utensils cm- 
ploying and using powder.

entirely dropped out of the lives of 
those I used to know and work with. 
I would not want to be anywhere else 
in all the world just now, but some- 
times a fellow gets a pang of loneli- 
ness and heart hunger for the old 
comradeship he used to know. 

I have had little chance to speak 
publicly, and want little, .for that mat- 
ter, and much of my time is taken 
up in selling and giving out things 
to the boys, but there are many times 
when we have a chance, man to main, 
to talk of those things which count 
in this life and the life fjo come. 

Many times it has been, when I 
have been alone with the outpost at 
ni,2iit, gazing out into No Man's Land, 
that a fellow in whispers will open 
his heart and let the lipr,Ut of Jesus 
come in. Sometimes it has been 
when one of the boys has sought me 
and come to my dugout, and there 
by the side of my bunk laid bare him- 
self to me and his Saviour. 

I can never think of these hoys as 
lost, and never see one laid away 
that I do not recall our Lord's 
words: "Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his 
K f e for his friend." 

Since I have been here I have been' 
very closely identified with two regi- 
ments from different parts of our 
country, and in neither of them have 
I ever seen the slightest lack of , 
courage. When calls foir volunteers 
are made for most dangerous -work 
there are always more than can pos- 
sibly be used. Just one example. A 
raiding party one nlight came back 
from No Man's I^and. only to find that 
one man was missing. The officers 
asked for six volunteers to go back 
under Boche fire, and bring him in. 
The whole party stepped forward, in-

eluding the French officer attached to 
the regiment, and all of them went 
|out. They found him dead. I believe 
j the French officer located the body 
and brought him back to be given full 
military honors, as so many of our 
brave boys have been. 

I would like to tell you all about 
the work, but, of course, cannot. The 
danger never hot hers me; it is only 
the thought that in this time of 
splendio opportunity I may fail Him 
whom I love and serve. 

Don't ever forget me, for surely 
you are all linked up in this work, 
and I shall continue to pray that each 
one of you may be richly blessed and 
find great joy jn this service.
